“It would be Idle to examine In 
detail the mass of evidence adduced 
by Japan to prove that what looked 
lke wanton malice was really only 
gross recklessness or {ncompetence,” 
says The Times, referring to the 
Japanese note to America. The 
tone of Washington's acceptance was 
chilly enough to dispel Japancse 
hopes that any future fncfdent will 
only have to be called an accident to 
he ‘liquidated.

PRE-WAR 
FIGURE

HE Chinese commu- 

nity of -Hongkong 
has played an all import- 
ant rolo in the affairs of 
our Colony since the 
earliest poriod. I¢ was 
-not, however, until the 
latter part of the last 
century that it began to 
take an interest in the 
‘local government and 
administration. ' 


This apparent apathy and 
difidence on its part may be 
explained and readily under- 
stood; for it must be realised 
that previous to the year 1872, 
no Chinese. was ever invited to 
-Government House. This con- 
cession, morcover, was only 
brought about through the ‘“ad- 
vanced” ideas of the quondam 
Governor, Sir Arthur Kennedy, 
who. intended to put into the 
fullest effect the praiseworthy 
Policy of conciliation which had 
been so consistently, advocated 
by his predecessors in the 
gubernatorial chair—Sir John 
Francis Davis and Sir John 
Bowring. 

Still, in spite of Sir Arthur Ken- 
nedy’s liberal spirit, there was 
nevertheless in foree a formidable. 
Hist of petty restrictions and provoke | 
ing prohibitions, many of which un- 
fortunately were not entirely done 
away with until quite recent years. | 

In such un atmosphere of politica 
and social represston, there wus - 
sequently little encouragement given 
to the development of a co-operative 
community spirit amongst the Chin- | 
ese residents and taxpayers of the 
Colony. Yet, notwithstanding, there! 
was one of Hongkong's Chinese sons 
who, during the two latter decades | 
of the last century, forged’ to the 
front ag a leader amongst his people 
—na position which he retained for 
_ Well over. n quarter of a century, 

This wos Sir Kal Ho-kal-—-a man 
who, whilst grateful for the age-old 
culture of his Motherland, was also 
gppreciative of the benefits of west- 
ern education, so that his Personality

operation and friendliness which has 
been so Instrumental in abolishing 
old_prejudices_and_paving—the—way. 
for the establishment of a spirit of 
mutual understanding between China

LONDON EDUCATION 


Sir Kaji Ho-kal was born at Hong- 
kong in 1859 and dled here in 1914, 
His father, the Rev, Ho Tsun-shin, 
was .a Chincse minister of the Lon 
don Missionary Society. Sir Kal a 
a youth received a well-rounded 
education, having attended the old 
Government Central School, which 
has since become Quecn'’s College. 
After finishing school in Hongkong, 
he was sent to England, where he 
entered Palmer House School, Mar- 
gate. After staying two years at 
Palmer House, he entered St, 
Thomas’' Medical and Surgical Col- 
lege, 
Aberdeen. At the latter institution, he 
took the degrees of niu. dnd CM. 
With these caucational qualifications, 
he became a member of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, we 

Upon his return to the Cofony in 
1882 with the Intention of practising 
medicine, he found his fellow 
countrymen, kigely unprepared for

During his sojourn in England as 
a medical student, Sir Kai married 
Miss Alice Walkden, eldest daughter 
of Mr. John Walkden, of Bluckheath, 
Kent.

This institution was one of the

- In the social Hfe of the Chinese 
community, Sir Kal, from the pro- 
minence of his position, naturally 
played a noteworthy part The 
native guilds sought his company at 
their Inaumcrable banquets and he 
was a frequent guest at almost every 
European public function of import- 
anee, But perhaps the social event 
par excellence of his carly public 
life was connected with the arrival 
on March 31, 1690, of the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught. The royal 
couple were on their way to England 
from India and. intentled to complete 
thelr homeward journey via America. 
Their brief stay in the Colony was 
marked with every manifestation of 
a truly festive atmosphere and the 
illumination of the streets and public 
buildings in commemoration of the 
occasion was on a seaic which was 
considered at that time as the acme 
of lavish embellishment. The various 
racial communities of the island vied 
with ench other {fn pions for the 
entertainment of the royal couple, 
but it remnined for the Chinese re- 
sidents under the lendership of Sir 
Kat to act as hosts at a banquct given 
in the traditionnl style of old China. 
The Honkong Telegraph of Aprit 2, 
1800, described the occasion In the 
following wards: .

“Professor Brodetsky, of the 
University of Leeds, spoke latcly of 
the “inferiority complex” which has 
become noticeable in regard to the 
British Empire; and, in fact, it has 
become a fashion In some political 
schools ond cven among. teuchers 
In. this country to depreeate Im- 
perialism and to-adopt the attitude 
that the British Empire was amassed 
by a course of “land-grabbings.” 

In this short survey I can clte 
only. a few outstanding facts of the 
real history of our possessions and 
the manner In which they fell into 
our bands, but study of them will 
serve to correct thls misstatement.

reat: Powers from North America 
and India, the cutcome of the Peace 
of Paris was to deprive France of 
Canada and all but a few unfortified 
posts in India. Yet the victor res- 
tored to her the conquered Isiunds 
Martinique, Guadeloupe, Marie Gao- 
lante, St, Lucia, St. Pierre nnd 
Miquelon, and gave back to Spain 
Cuba and Manila, 

Another result was the effort of 
France,—Spain—and_-Britaln—to-ex-- 
plore the mighty South Sea for Its 
presumed hidden continent.

Moreover, 
in and after the ‘fortics, Britain 
twice refused the offer of sovereign- 
ty from the Fijls before accepting it 
In 1874. In 1864 we ceded the 
Ionian Islands to Greece. And in 
1965 the Commons considered seri- 
ously withdrawing. from our West 
African posts. Other examples of 
our coyness over new colonics might 
be cited. Evor true was Burke's 
conclusion (1757): 


“The settioment of our colonies 
was never pursued upon any regular 
plan; but they were formed, grew 
and flourished as accidents, as‘ the 
nature of the climate, ot the dis- 
position of private men, happened 
to operate,” .

Significant Budget 


_ Japan is considering a signi- 
ficant budget. Mainly it” is 
concerned with providing funds 
for the struggle with China. 
Moreover, it seems to envisage 
a prolonged war on the main- 
land of Asia, unless one is pre- 
pared to accept the explanation 
that it is merely providing for 
every possible contingency in 
carmarking reserve funds for 
developments in conneetion with 
the China “incident.” The fact 
is Japan is very probably realis- 
ing by now that the cost of this 
adventure in Asia is going to 
reach prodigious figures wnd 
that it is going to go on and on. 
Even were China to crumble 
to-morrow, there would be the 
worry and bother of a guerilla 
campaign which might continue 
for years. For China is vast 
and her fighting men are numer- 
ous. There is no prospect of 
China's quitting the fight, how- 
ever, and the indications are that 
she is mustering for a gigantic 
effort at a counter-offensive. 
This"must"be niet. An army of 
a million ond a half men in 
Asia, which must be paid and 
fed and equipped, whose casual- 
ties must be replaced, whose 
enormously lengthened ‘lines of 
communication must be main- 
tained, whose huge consumption 
of munitions must be matched 
by the production of Japanese 
factories, would strain: seriously 
the financial capacity of .the 
wealthiest of nations. And 
Japan ig not one of those which 
can be called rich in reserves. 
At all costs she must preserve 
her trade and economists are 
now discussing an interesting 
problem in that connection: 
Will Japan be forced to devalue 
the yen; and will a cheaper 
currency make available to her 
more profitable markets? Or 
will the unofficial boycott, which 
is steadily gaining weight, ac- 
cording to some quarters, make 
her expansion commercially im- 
possible, and eventually strangle 
her overseas commerce, except 
where. she dares to try to force 


sales with threats of violence? 


There is little doubt that 
others will suffer like Japan as 
a result of this China invasion. 
Already Hongkong has felt the 
pinch, Yesterday’s report of a 
$66,000 loss on the year's opera- 
tions by the Asia Land company 
attributes the slump directly to 
the cessation of river trade and 
the lack of business coming to 
its Hongkong wharves. This is 
one _of the resulls of the 
Japanese blockade. And thig is 
only one firm. It would prob- 
ably be a dismal total {f it were 
possible to estimate just what 
Hongkong hag lost already as a 
result of the war. So far we 
have been spared the disaster of 
a campaign in South China; but 
the fear is ever present. What

LONDON EDUCATION 


Sie Kal Ho-lkeai was born at. Hong- 
kong in 1959 and died here in 1914. 
His father, the Rev.-Ho Tsun-shin, 
was a Chinese minister of the Lon- 
don Missionary Socicty. Sir Kal as 
a youth received a well-rounded 

..education, having attended the old 
Government Central School, which 
has since become Queen's College. 
After finishing school in Hongkong, 
he wag sent to- England, where he 
entered Palmer House School, Mar- 
gate. After staying tivo’ years at 


Palmer House,’ he entered Stl 
Thomas’ Medical and Surgical Col-! 


lege, affiliated to the University ot 
Aberdeen, At the Intter institution, he 


took the degrees of miu. and C.M., 


With these educational qualifications, 
he became a member of the Royal 
College of Surgcons. 

Upon his return to the Colony in 
1882 with the intention of practrsing: 
medicine, he found his fellow 
countrymen, largely unprepared for 
the ‘reception of western methods 
of the Aesculaplan art, and 
nithough he tried his . best he 
was disappointed; even though 
he placed his feces at the ' mini- 
mum-—$20 to care for an entire 

* family through all their ilinesses and 
for an Sndeterminate period. A few 
of his friends gave him the moncy, 
but they never took advantage of his 
servieca. Indeed, it js stated that 
whenever. there was sickness, his 
compatriots frequently came for con- 
sultations, but on the practical side, 
never sought to have him. prescribe 
remedies for the corporeal welfare 
of themselves or familles, Con- 
sequently, on account of this dls- 
rournging recepiion of his medical 
nbliity, Sle Kal embarked upon the 
practice of: law.

It may be sald that he 
had the distinction of serving upon 
almost every public bonrd constituted 
in Hongkong for approximately 25 
years, : 


It was, however,-os'n member of 
the Legislative Council that he was 
able to necomplish so much of value 
for his‘compatriots. In fact, upon 
his reslgnation from that body, the 
then Governor, Slr Francls ifenry 
May, volced the following tributes: 
“Sir Kal Ho-kal has rendered eMctent

service not only as a representative 
of the Chinese community, but also 
as an independent member of the 
Council. Gifted with a thorouph 
knowledge of the feelings of his 
fellow countrymen, with a clear in- 
tellect, sound judgment and fluent 
command of the ‘English language, 
he .has always been of the greatest 
assistance in the deliberations. and 
debates held in this Chamber. More- 
over, he has carned our adnifration 
for the ungrudging manner In which, 
both inside and outside this Council, 
he has devoted his intellect and his 
energies to the advancement of the 
best interests of the Chinese com- 
munity and for the good of the 
Colony us a whole." 


As a token of: public regard, Sir 
Kat was the recipient of the honour 
of c.a.G. bestowed upon him by 
Queen Victoria on New Year's Day, 
1992. Later, as a further proof ot 
the wide esteem in which he was 
held by the Government, Sir Kat was

1910, 


As an author, Sir Kal achieved 
some eminence, and his contributions 
on Chinese political and social topics 
displayed a deep knowledge = and 
sympathy .with the problems of his 
people. Amongst his published works 
may be mentioned “A Critical Essay 
on China,” “The Sleep and the 
Awakening,” “An Open Letter to 
John Bull on the Boxer Uprising.” 
“The Foundation of Reform in 
China," ete. 


His death in July 1014 at the com- 
paratively carly oge of fifty-five 
years was truly lamented, and the 
funeral service held In his memory 
was attended by thousands of the 
Colony’s citizens of every race and 
religious_belief. 


The Governor, Sir Francis Henry, 
May, ina speech in the Legislative 
Council on July 30, made a valedie- 
tory speech Which may be taken as 
an encomium of the grentness and 
public spirit of Sir Kal: 


“We have followed him to the 
grave with sorrow, we cherish his 
memory with respect, we treasure 
with admiration the example he 
has-set to us ali of devotion to 
public duty. Indeed, of Sir Kal 
Hio-kal, it can be sald most Alting- 
ty: ‘Here was a2 man who was

T this time, when the viluc of 
colonies Is “much — canvassed, | 
Britain's pre-eminence as 2 posses- 
ring Power Is frequently under 
nofice, not always friendly, among 
other nations, A feellng of expecta- 
tion exists. that this country has 
something to give away in the cause 
of world peace and stability. 

Professor S,. Brodetsky, of the 
University of Leeds, spoke Intely of 
the “inferiority complex’ which has 
become noticenble in resard to the 
Britlsh Empire; and, in fact, it has 
become a fashion in some political 
schools and even among teachers 
in this country to deprecate —Im- 
periallsm and to adopt the attitude 
that the Britlsh Emptre was amassed 
by a course of “lund-grabbings.” 

In this short survey 1 can cite 
only a few outstanding facts of the 
real history of our possessions and 
the manner in which they fell into 
our hands, but study of them will 
serve to correct this misstatement, 


FIRST COLONIAL POWERS 


First, our colonisation long lagged 
behind that of the Portuguese, 
Spanineds, French and Dutch. The 
Portuyuese secured from the Pope 
in 1434 the title to all lands dis- 
covered by them beyond Cape Bojn- 
dor (N, W. Africa) to the East Indies, 
Next, In 1493, after Columbus 
discovered some of the West Indies, 
Pope Alexander’ VI. (a Spaniard) 
awarded to Spain all lands of that 
unknown West, while the eastern 
workl remained to Portugal. This 
world-partition the twe Tberiun na- 
tions somewhat modified, but con- 
firmed by the Treaty of Tordesillas 
(1494). World history has — since 
turned largely on its undoing. 

In 1535 Cartier, of St, Malo, dis- 
covered and sailed up the St. Law- 
rence, thereby winning lower 
Canudn. for France. Other efforts 
by French, Duteh and Engrish ven- 
turers long remained fruitless, some 
being flercely annulled by — the 
Spanhiuds, 

Spanish hostility marred the suc- 
cess of Raleigh's attempts in 1583-8 
to settle Virginia; and nothing came 
uither of the annexation of New 
Albion by Drake in 1579 or of New- 
foundiand by Gilbert) in 1583, 
Thouch Elizabeth's seamen opened 
up the Pacifie and ined aecess to 
the North-West Passage, yet her 
taution ‘rendered those exploits po- 
Hitieally nul ond = void, even after 
our decisive defeats of the Spanish 
Navy in [58 and 159d.
